The Union*— Henry Clat and Lkslik 
Comus. — When Henry Clay took his seat in 
the Senate of the United States in DecemU'r 
18-10, and set about the great work of pacifica- 
tion for the aeconipl i slu uen t of which the voice 
of his countrymen had summoned him to the 
Capitol, he found, to his astonishment and 
mortification, that the Disunion feeling was far 
deeper and more extended than he had suspect- 
ed, and was growing dcej>cr and extending 
more widely eacli day. Al.irmed at this threat- 
ening indication, and feeling that its correction 
was necessary not merely to the success hut even 
to the fair hearing of the plan of pacification 
he designed to propose or of any plan what- 
ever, Mr. Clay at once addressed himself with 
characteristic spirit and wisdom to the task of 
correcting it. He immediately undertook to 
overcome and allay the Disunion feeling at 
Washington by calling forth the Union feeling 
which he knew was Numbering in rich volumes 
in the Southern heart. 

The step was philosophical as well as practi- 
cal; no other step, indeed, would have been 
cither rational or effectual. The step, however, 
required manifestly the aid of true and efficient 
coadjutors in the various States, coadjutors sec- 
ond only to the Great Pacificator himself in 
the ability to command the DQjmlar trust and 
arouse the |>opalar will, coadjutors who in zeal 
and address ami electrical energy should be to 
their resjKVtive States what their glorious loader 
was to the Union. Mr. Clay conformed to this 
mpiirelncnl with the decision and unerring 
tact which were among the most wonderful of 
all his rare endowments. Although the emer- 
gency was a deeply critical one, governing, as 
it did in a large measure, the trinmph or fail- 
ure of the last and greatest undertaking of his 
long and brilliant life, and not impossibly the 
fate of his country, he neither tripped nor wa- 
rcred. He decided instantly, and he decided 
right. In Kentucky, he singled out from a 
bo>t of admired and gifted patriots Gen.J^eslic 
Comlw as his principal ally. Scarcely, indeed, 
had the peerless old luader taken his seat in 
the Senate aud surveyed the stormy scene 
around him and looked off over the troubled 
sen of the Union when be addressed the follow- 
ing letter to his tried <-ompatriot here: 

Washington, Dec. 22, 1810. 

My Dkar Sib: I re eived your favor of the 
17th inst. and thank vou for its details. * * a 

mj object in writing you now is one of pear 
importance, and / rewA you t<t Unit off in it. It 
will da the country good and do you good. A 

The feeling for disunion, among some intempe- 
mte Southern politicians, U stronger than I sup- 
posed it could he. The masses generally, even at 
the South, are I lielieve. yet sound; hut they may 
Become inAimed and perverted. The best coun- 
teraction of ttiat feeling is tol>e derived from pop- 
ular expression at putdie meetings of the people. 
Now, what I should like to see is such meetings 
held throughout Kentucky; for you must know 
that the (liutimnists count upon the co-o|H>ration 
of our patriotic State. Can't you get up a Urge, 
|«>werful meeting of both parties, if possible, at 
J^exington, at I JWlleilHo, Otc, to express in 
strong language their determination to stand bv 
the I' n ion? I hope the legislature and the Con- 
vention also, if it has not been adjourned, may 
do the same. If vou remain silent and passive, 
there is danger that the bad feeling may reach 
you. Now is the time for silutary action and y<m 
«trr the man to do it. \ inclose some resolutions 
which, or some similar to them, 1 should be bappv 
to see adopted. 

Prudence and propriety will suggest to you that 
too free a use of my name should not lie made in 
getting up this movement. You will know the 
persons to counsel with, and I wish you to keep 
me ad vised of what vou do. 

Your friend, & CLAY. 

Go. Lksui Comus. 

The resolutions Mr. Clay mentions in this 
letter as constituting a suitable expression of 
the Union feeling of Kcntuckians were as fol- 
lows: 

L Retolvnl, That this meeting is firmly at- 
tached to the union of these States, and that thev 
go for it, one and indivisible, now anil forever. 

2. Kesolred, That whilst this meeting would lie 
most happy that the controverted question of sla- 
ver}' within the Territory recently acquired from 
Mexico, should l>e settled in a manner .*atisfactorv 
to all parts of the Union, no settlement of it, 
whatever it mav be, will create any just occasion 
for dissolving the Union. 

3. R?*oirtd t That this meeting lieholds, in the 
dissolution of our glorious Union, no remedy for 
any alleged evils, real or imaginary, but a great 
aggravation of them all, itnd contemplate that 
de^Wrable event as the parent of other calamities, 
far transcending in magnitude and fatal conse- 
quence* any of which complaint is now made. 

4. Atttfo^rf, That, as far as depends upon us, 
we will stand by, support, and uphold the Union, 
ag.tinst all attack»'from without or within, and 
j>i'.iin,t all ultraism, whether at the North or the 
South. 

Noble words! which the Unior* men of Ken- 
tucky to-day accept and proclaim as their own. 
We Deed not say that Gen. Combs, thus called 
to bis country's aid by the v.n'ce of her mo:t 
latent champion and protector, did *7mrfo/?" 
in behalf of the Union, and showed himself 
indeed "/Ac man to do it." Nor need we sav, 
for the facts arc now historical, that, mainly 
mul t Ins auspices, Union meetings were held 
throughout Kentucky, which, combining with 
the like demonstrations in other States, rebuked 
nnd subdued and all but hushed the Disunion 
feeling at Washington, leaving Mr. Clay a 
comparatively free field for the employment of 
his unrivalled powers of conciliation nnd per- 
suasion, which be exerted with triumphant 
tocccee to bis country and with imperishable 
glory to himself. Peace was restored to the 
Union under the solemn seal of the Compro- 
mise of 18j0. All this belongs to the past! 

Hut Leslie Combs does not. He is still 
amortg-t us in green nnd vigorous old age nnd 
with stainless faith. The survivor of the peace 
established by the Compromise of I8."»0, the 
survivor of the illustrious chief with whom he 
labored successfully to bring about that healing 
measure, he is to-day the tame gallant, self- 
devoted, unswerving, passionate Union-lover 
that he was then, ami that he has been always. 
For Leslie Combs is no holiday patriot. When 
he took his place under the starry banner of 
the Union, he enlisted for the war. Others 
hnvc faltered, and fallen, but he through all 
vicissitudes has stood erect. He is every inch 
a patriot and a hero. He is personally and |K>- 
litieally as true as steel. And, now, when, 
thanks to the faithlessness of the men who have 
broken up the work of peace on which be la- 
bored with the Immortal Clay, the black and 
bitter waters of sectional strife arc once more 
surging across the land, and the giant tnsk is 
to be performed anew, if the Union* is to stand, 
now, when the appalling scene of 1850 is re- 
vived with frightful aggravations, when the 
Disunion feeling is stronger and more wide- 
spread than it was even at that jicriod of tu- 
mult and sedition, when the Disunionists not 
only * 'count upon the coojtcrntion of our patri- 
otic State," us they did then in their audacitv, 
but have actually ensnared a |K>werful faction 
in the midst of us by adopting its favorite as 
their leader, and through this deluded faction 
arc vigorously contesting the State with the 
friends of the Union and th J Constitution, now, 
when the Disuuioni*ts arc rampant throughout 
the South and are thundering at our own doors, 
now, when they assail the honor of Kentucky 
as well as the integrity of the Confederacy, 
Leslie. Combs faithful to his character and bis 
history, tallies forth at the head of thcadvauce- 
guai d of the grand Cuiuu army ot the South, 
to beat back and beat down the infatuated Se- 
fOy% who form the vanguard of Disunion on 
our soil.

speech in Congros in opposition to a bill to 
prevent the importation of foreign criminals, 
paupers, lunatics, idiots, and blind persons into 
the United States. Now we don't sec what any 
one can suppose that rAix has t » do with the 
matter. Surely Mr. Breckinridge's advocacy 
of the unrestricted irn|iorlation of foreign coll- 
ects and paupers and fools neither showed nor 
tended to show that he wouldn't, as be said 
he would, vote at the polls for u native 
rather than a foreigner, and go for a man of 
his own religious sect rather than for one of 
any other sect. 

There stands the declaration of Mr. Breck- 
inridge, reported by his own organs, and he 
cannot contradict it. We don't know that he 
has «ny dis|>osition to contradict it. We arc 
not aware that he has ever said anything in- 
consistent with it. There it is, and it embodies 
the mm and substance of Know Notliingism.

He was not speaking under the pressure of the 
rules and requirements of any political society 
or party when he proclaimed, as a legitimate 
rule of action and as his own rule of action, a 
consideration which was in its whole spirit as 
pure and unadulterated Know Notliingism as 
that which the Louisville Courier so fiercely 
aud vchcmentlv inculcated at the same time.

(aTThc Democratic convention at Frank- 
fort, which assembled lost Wednesday, did not 
contain representatives from half the counties 
in the State. There arc about one hundred 
and ten counties, and less than forty of them 
sent delegates, though as one man answered to 
the call of twenty-two separate constituencies, 
we" believe the number of counties reported a> 
represented was sixty. This convention, which 
did not represent a majority of the party in 
the State, nominated Mr. M^Clurty for Clerk 
of the Court of Appeals, just as the larger 
portion of the Baltimore Convention placed 
Douglas iu the field Ibr the Presidency. Now 
if it was Democratic for the minority oppo- 
nents of Douglas to go into other conventions 
at Baltimore and Richmond and nominate 
Breckinridge, why should not the majority of 
the counties of Kentucky nominate Mr. Boiling 
or any one else they choose for the Appellate 
Clerkship? If the seccs-ioti at Baltimore was 
not factious, though a mere minority partici- 
pated in it, we cannot see what objection the 
upholders of that movement can male to the 
proposed action of the Douglas men in discard- 
ing Mr. McClartv and taking up some other 
candidate.

Georgia, w hich consists of Delegates from six 
cotton States; they have met, delhVrated and 
resolved to form a separate Southern Confedc- 
eracy — have adopted, as a temporary arrange- 
ment, the present United States Constitution, 
with such change - as are required to make it 
conform to the altered circumstances of the 
ease, nnd to the popular will respecting the 
election of President and Vice Presidents; a 
provisional government has been organized aud 

elections immediately held, Mr. M being 

chosen President, and Senator C , of Ala- 
bama, Vice President. Of course nil this 
Could not be done without attracting the at- 
tention of the general government, and conse- 
quently Congress was agitated on the subject; 
but that Imdy was held iu check by the Repre- 
sentatives of nine Southern Stales which bad 
not yet seeeded — but were prepared to do nt as 
soon as the new government could l>c organized 
— and by symj>athizcrs in the House of lieprc- 
sentatives from Northern States. But the 
President hail ordered vessels -of- war to pro- 
ceed to blockade Charleston, Savannah, Mo- 
bile, the Mouth of the Mississippi Biver, nnd 
all imjx>rtant ports of the Southern Confede- 
racy. On receiving information of this move- 
ment, Southern troops were instantly marched 
to the threatened jioints, and all Northern ves- 
sels found in those ports were instantly seized 
and placed in condition to be turned against 
the assailants. 

This, the letter writer prophesies, will be 
the condition of affairs on the l'Jth of Febru- 
ary, ltWiS, and it is by such means that it i* 
hoped to predispose the Southern States lor a 
disruption of the Union. We can imagine no 
greater treason against the Constitution. No 
true friend of the country, no real patriot will 
allow himself to contemplate the contingency 
of a dissolution of our glorious confederacy;

I do not bring any witnesses iti the 
form of gray hairs to testify to that fact: but it is 
nevertheless true that thirty-two years ago about 
this time I embarked iu the city of Cincinnati, 
when the contest was being waged between Jack- 
sou and Adams, and ever since that time I have 
labored with more ardor than 1 did then. After 
such a service 1 had hoped that 1 might ho permit- 
ted to retire at this time. But a few days since I 
received from one of my friends, representing 
a Committee of the people of Cincinnati, an invi 
tation too meet you here to-night. I came here 
for that [hi r pose. [Cheers.] 1 came to show you 
that the principles which I imbibed when a {MX>r 
\toy in the Gazette office, traveling in the streets 
and allevs of Cincinnati — principles which came 
from the pen of the lamented Charles Hammond, 
are still alive within me. It was then that I learn- 
ed tho great lesson, that the first dutv of an 
American citizen is fidelity to the Constitution, 
the perpetuity of the Union and the enforcement 
of the laws. * Following the banner of such states- 
men as Clay, Webster, Jackson, and Ewing for 
nearly a third of a centurv, I want to show you 
to-night that where such men led I now dare to 
follow. But. fellow citizens, in consequence of 
the inclemency of the weather, it has been deem- 
ed proper bj the Executive Committee, that this 
meiting, called to proclaim in favor of these great 
principles, and ratify the nomination which have 
been made in accordance with these principles, 
should bo postponed till to-morrow night. — 
C been. | i'h ere a re t housa nds a nd t ens of 
flmneenrlil of the friends of the Union, the 
Constitution and the laws, who are unable to 
attend the meeting to-night, and who, if they 
did attend, would be unable to hear. I, therefore, 
have simply made my appearance to perforin, at 
the request of the committee, the duty of an- 
nouncing to you that t he meeting st anils adjourned 
until ti - norrow night, when it will come off at 
this place. I Cheers.] 1 will say to you further, 
my friends, that the speakers who have come for 
the purpose of addressing you to-night will ad- 
dress you to-morrow night. 

Tho crowd appeared unwilling to disperse. 
Hon. Scott. Harrison made a few remarks, urg- 
ing those present to turn out in full numbers this 
evening. The meeting then adjourned. 

About half an hour later the Union (Tub of 
Covington arrived and marched iu procession to 
the market space, where they halted. Lesley 
Combs, Esq., addressed the meeting. He hud 
served in a volunteer company in the war of 1H12, 
and as at that time t lie Kentuckians name over to 
help the [ieople of Ohio, so in the present canvass 
ho was glad to sav that Union-loving men would 
cheerfully come from Kentucky to assist in carry- 
ing on the war against poiiticaJ agitators. Ken- 
tuckians, he said, would stand by Ohioalis in the 
defence of the Constitution and the laws. 

Mr. Coombs read a couple of letters addressed 
to bun inane years ago by Henry Clay, in w hich 
the present state of political parties was predict- 
ed, and in which Mr. Clay announced bin inten- 
tion to speak and write against such agitation, 
and advi.sed others to do the same. Mt. Coombs 
remarked that he iu tended to travel through the 
I'nion to make himself beard in favor of the Bell 
a id Everett ticket. 

His apencb was very much applauded. 
John VV. Finnell next came forward and spoke 
for a short time. He said that this canvass had 
assumed a verv peculiar aspect. Years ago the 
Democratic party had the same principles preach- 
ed both North ami South; now such is not the 
case. He regarded the sentiments of the Repub- 
lican party as unpatriotic also. He lielieved that 
the Union ticket represented tho only true party 
now in the field. He concluded by saying; "1 say 
to you with all frankness, gentlemen, that Ken- 
tucky, in the November election, will give a ma- 
jority to liell and Everett such as she has not 
given since the davs of General Harrison."

Tin; Wiikat PitospKiT.— Those who have 
carefully noted the reports of tbe wheat crop from 
all sections of the I'nion ore well aware that the 
crop just harvested is a very short one, in the ag- 
gregate. Nevertheless the price of wheat con- 
tinues to rule very low; the result of a determin- 
ation on the part of the heavy operators to com- 
pel the farmers to take low prices if possible. It 
Mill be remembered that from ihe moment the 
last wheat crop be g u n to be sent to market until 
it was nearly all gotten out of the fanners' hands 
the price ruled low; and then, for nearly three 
months beRttl the recent harvest, it was up to 
from jjl M to *1 75at least, for good white wheat. 
From a fortnight before the recent harvest to the 
present time the price has again been low. The 
consequence is that no farmer is sending his new 
crop to market who can possibly avoid doing so. 
As far as we have boon able to leurn, not live hun- 
dred bushels in all have been sent to the Alexan- 
dria market this season, though two hundred 
thousand bushels could have reached there <piite 
as easily as the live hundred, if the price offered 
was encouraging. The fact explained above em- 
braces proof that the farmers usually shipping to 
Alexandria are prosperous generally. Klse they 
would be compelled to sell their wheat for what- 
ever they can get for it, as nine farmers out of ten 
iu the great and over bepuffed Northwest neces- 
sarily do, year by year. We believe that those 
who hold back wheat this year — that is, while the 
dealers show little disposition to opcrato in the 
staple— will profit most. The crop is fhort the 
world over; and unless American wheat gluts the 
home market for the time t>eing, tbe price in our 
Atlantic cities must come up, through offers to till 
foreign orders. 

rtjTMessrs. Uppincott & Co.. of Philadelphia, 
have in press a collection of the miscellaneous 
writings of the late Kicbard Kush.

Thi Latu Raid upon tbe Oouxtm nrmrunn — 

JCjr/terimces oj ,t /Jrtei'tire. — About the S5th of 
last May Deiective Keanv, together with his col- 
leagues, noticed there was quite a stir among the 
dealers in "coney," or counterfeit money, both 
citizens and strangers. Mr. Keanv immediately 
set a young man named David Bard to watch ih'o 
movements of these worthies, and, if possible, to 
ingratiate himself into their confidence and favor. 
Bard soon learned the gang had selected a new 
field for their operations. Bard— by this time, to 
all appearances, thoroughly aliiliated with then— 
left the city on the 2. thof" May for a point up the 
river, where they designed operating, having pre- 
viously made arrangements to keep up a corres- 
(tondence with Keanv under the assumed names 
of David Boice and Jatnos W. T. Watson. 

Boice was gone uUmt a week, when he wrote 
that the [tarty had located at Parkersburg, Vir- 
ginia, and that the tilling up of the bills was done 
at the Fanners' and Drovers Homo hotel kept 
in that town by a HI neOMd Hiram Sutton, and 
that tho money was printed at the house of anoth- 
er member of the gang, named Adam Valentino, 
located in a secluded spot on the Little Hocking 
River, in Athens county, OteOj aUuit twelve 
miles from Parkersburg. "About the 20th of June 
the press was set up at the house of Valentine, 
and about (6,000 struck (AT. inostlv "tens," of 
the Bank of Kentucky, and the remainder "ones" 
BO the WhnUed Baafc, ot Connecticut, Boice as- 
sisting in the operation. One of the gang t<nik 
about £2,000 of the cfuj to Pittsburg, to sell to 
dealers. Boice, to prevent the circulation of the 
remainder, stole it and sent it to Keanv. He 
then came to Cincinnati, and one of the' party, 
who suspected that he had stolen the bills for the 
purpose of selling them, followed him here. Hut 
he was thrown off the scent, and led to believe 
that Boice was selling the »tuj for ten cents on 
the dollar. 

In the mean time Keany set bis trap* to make 
his arrests, and sent Boice to Marietta, in com- 
pany with a young man mimed Moses, who was 
to go to Parkersburg and protend to bo looking 
for employment. He was to take lodgings at the 
Farmers' and Drovers' Home, und watch the 
movements of the party and report to Boi. e, who, 
in return, posted Keanv. On Wedm-sd.iy, the 

11th inst.. Mr. Benny, accompanied by George 

Anderson, left for Marietta, and on their arrival 
met Moses, who reported every thing in proper 
trim. They then went to Parkersburg, and took 
lodgings at the Swan House, the landlord of 
which — Mr. Con ley — did even-thing to assist them 
iu their enterprise. Sending for the Prosecuting 
Attorney of the county, and a Justice of the 
Peace, they informed tiiein of their mission, and 

received from them essential etajstanoe. Thev 

then sent Moses to Sutton I Hotel to pay a small 
bill, and In getting his change he received from 
Sutton one of the counterfeit Wiusted bills. At 
this time thev noticed Ira Johnston, a noted coun- 
terfeiter (who was then pissing under Ihe name 
of Win. White), coming down the street, and ot 
once took him into custody. 

They then proceeded to* the Fanners' and Dro- 
vers' Home and arrested Sutton. Searching the 
bonne, they found the tools and materials, con- 
sisting of bank note paper, Bboaie, &C. In the 
cellar they found the plates for manufacturing 
"i'Os," Slate Bank of Ohio, "Ms," Bank of Ken- 
tucky, and a new two-dollar plate (Southern 
Bank of Kentucky), which had never been used, 
as their paper was rather inferior. This last plate 
is considered by judges to be the best counterfeit 
ever engraved, and the gang expected to make a 
big run of the bills when thev got reudv In issue 
them. 

As soon as the arrest was consummated, Kean v, 
accompanied hv Mr. C. II. Grosveuor, a lawyer 
of Athene, took a bone and buggv and crossed 
the river for the Mrpose of arresting Valentine. 
I'hey found him keeping a small whiskv shop on 
the road side, and calling for cigars, asked him if 
his name wee Valentine. On receiving a reply 
In the enVmatlrn, they told him their errand. 
He denied having a press nboot his house, or of 
knowing anything UUOUl it. Thev then told him 
they must arrest him. He replied there were 
not men enough in that Section M countrv to do it. 
Grosvenor and a man named M incur, * who had 
joined them a short distance from Valentine's 
house, came up in front of him, and as soon as 
they got near enough he seized them ami threw 
them against the side of the house. Keanv, who 
wu* behind him, by a skilful maneuver brought 
bis bead in contact with the floor. They were 
about to iron him. when his wif« came to his res- 
cue with a revolver, which she presented at 
Reanv's head and threatened to blow his brains 
out if* he did not release her unsound. 

Aftera severe conflict thev succeeded in getting 
the ir ms on him and then searched the premises. 
In the garden they found the press, complete, ink, 

paper, &u* Valentine wanton to turn state's evl 

dence, but they had no need of his services, and 
declined his proposition. He was taken to Cool- 
ville and committed in default of $1,000. 

Reany then returned to Parkersburg and found 
the lawyer who had defended Sutton b.id attacked 
with a war of words the police both in Court and 
out, and denounced them us Black Republican 
rascals, who had come to Virginia to steal negroes, 
and called on the citizens to run them out of 
town. Tbe citizens, however, told the officers to 
go about and they would sustain them. Sutton's 
examination lasted rive days, at tbe end of which 
his bail was placed at - .'. ."ttiO. Johnson was 
brought to Athens and committed in default of 
$200. 

So complete was the success of the officers in 
this job, that on their arrival at Athens they set 
up tbe captured press, and iu presence of the offi- 
cers of tbe Athens County Bank, tried the press 
and plates, and found everything to work like a 
charm. — i'iticintuili Enquirer.

Though, for the moat part, they excite no 
longer any superstitious dread, they have not lest 
all their religion! character iu the estimation Of 
men. Solar eclipses are not of rare occurrences 
— one happens cverv six months and sometimes 
two — bo! they are neaily always partial, that is 
to 'ay, the di-c of the sun is only partially cover- 
• 1 by the in erpowd h»dy of the moon. There 
are but three or four known records of total 
eclip-es of the fun in ancient times, and one of 
these was only recently brought to light. The 
first of these is that of Herodotus. lie remaik-: 

Juflt ji« 'he battle ("between the Medea and tho 
Lydlana*) was growing warm, day whk oh a sud 
don chanced into night. This event had been 
foretold by Th iles, the Milesian. » ho forewarned 
the Ionian* of i», fixing for it the verv year in 
which it actually tot k place.
